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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 6, line 5, 
"said flexible reflectors" should be changed to -said flexible radar reflective panels- to 
provide a proper antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 , and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pratt et al (US Patent 2,888,675). 

Pratt et al disclose, in figure .1 , a radar reflective device comprising a radar 
permeable inflatablie shell 2, a plurality of flexible radar reflective panels (5, 6, 7) 
disposed within the shell, and each of the panels cemented continuously about its 
periphery to the inner surface of the shell. The patent to Pratt et al also teaches that the 
device relates to a unitary device adapted to permit of radar indication the location of 
personnel or equipment afloat at sea, see column 1, lines 15-21. 
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4. Claims 1 , and 2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Veazey 
(US Patent 5,969,660). 

Veazey discloses, in figure 1 , a radar reflective device comprising a radar 
permeable inflatable cylindrical shell 2, a plurality of flexible radar reflective panels 
(224,226,228) disposed within the shell. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Snow et al 
(US Patent 6,570,545). 

Snow et al disclose, in figure 1, a radar reflective device comprising a radar 
permeable inflatable shell 1 1, a plurality of flexible radar reflective panels (16,19) 
disposed within the shell, and a plurality of support filaments 1 7 cooperate with a 
plurality support 20 to fasten radar reflective panels to the inner surface of the shell 1 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 6-10 are allowed. 

Claims 6 and 1 0 recite a radar permeable foam disposed within each of the 
reflective cavities which are formed by a plurality of flexible radar reflective panels. The 
patents to Snow et al, Pratt et al, and Veazey do not teach this limitation. 

8. The patents to Anselmi, Rabenhorst et al, Bjordal et al, Ohlsen, Alexeff et al, Piri 
et al are cited as of interest showing the antenna similar to that disclosed.
